thereby granted; and endeavoureth an other way 
of certainty for his D1ſcipl- in diſputeagainſt Pro- 
teſtancy, not to truſt either Holy Scripture, or 0- 
ther Bookes alleadged for the proofe of the Roman 
Religion through all ages, though commending 
ſuch ſtudents as for their great and profitable 
paines, but not appliable to: the capacities of the 
Vulgar, who might therein be intangled if they 
meer with a cunning Adverſary : but rather ſe- 
curely toreft in prepoſlefſion of the Romar Church, 
of the prcſent Age 3 believing his Chri/{zaz Fathers 
in report from Chyiſ{:an Fore-fathers, of - what they 
affirmed age after age, to have learned as by Tradi- 
tion univerſall from Chriſt and his Apoſtles : with- 
out any knowne opponent, it ſeeming impoſlible 
that at any time all Fathers ſhould together deccive 
their children; or that all Children ſhould in. all 
' Countries be ſuddainely deceived without any 
known cauſe, or any known time of ſuch univer- 
{all change: a meere Dreaine. 

« Before you require us to ſhew ſuch time of 
« change,prove any ſuch time,of univerſall accord 
<in the preſent points of the Roman Faith and pra- 
«ice. The preſent points controverted, are not 
« contained in the ancient Creeds, & therefore not 
*then beiieved to be neceſſary. The points of anci- 
ent Creedsare ſufficien:ly grounded in holyScrip- 
< tures: the Scriptures fo ſure, that the Romans 
«were delivered thereunto {Rom. 6, 17.) to obey, 
not

© to beare the rulc. Tradition for the power of a 
<* general Councill, alleadged in publique by the 
* generall Councill at Baſ//againſt Tradition,al- 
© leadged in publique for the Popes power to 
© be ſupreame. How excuſeable from contradi- 
<Ction. 

Hear now the Roman Catholique-Diſciple his 
Interloquie. 

I am told that ſomeof our Doctors doe main- 
taine, that in the perſon of thePope, reſides the 
Rule of faith by a ſingular gift and priviledge be- 
ſtowed on St. Peter and his ſucceſſors. And this 
ſo rigorouſly, that no Gezeyall Councill ( no not 
though the Popes Legates be preſent and confirm 
it ) is of force to oblige as of fa:th, till the perſo- 
nall confirmation of his Hol:z(ſſe be obtained, 
Others they ſay , eſteeme the Councill above 
the Pope, and ſo hold his approbation unneceſla- 
ry 3 and that the rule of faith reſts in the Coun- 
cill. Others,to make all ſafe, joyne both in one, 
and neither admit the Council! without the 
Pope; nor the Pope without the WCouncill, to 
breed any Obligation of Faith. And farther, I 
A3 heare 
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near afuamong Bale Divines ( of what, opini- 
on ſoever they 6&5 touching the ſubje& in which 
this Rule or higheſt Authority relides )- ſome 
thinke 0 new Dottrine can he breached or propoſed as 
certuzne, and as &n Article of faith by what authority 
ſoever; unleſſe it nere eſteemed certarne before, aud al- 
wazes believed as ſuch : yet they tell me, there are ma- 
ny who matntaine, that this higheſt Authority of the 
(burch ( where ever it is ) may drfine pornts of Do- 
ttrine not certainly kuowne hitherto, nor ever expreſs, 
believed before, And how all theſe opinions can 
be reconciled among themſelves, or ſtand with 
this, that Tra4rtron is our Rule of Faith, I confeſſe 
I know not 3 faith the (ouſez in that Dialogue, to 

which the perſonate Hncle anſwereth. | 
For the firſt part of your Objetion, I (ee no 
= matter in the varzety of opinions among our 
earned : for they onely ſeeke out the Decider of 
points of DoArine ( thee is )by whoſe mouth we 
are toknow ( on occaſions of diſpute) which be 
our Articles bf faith,whether by the Pep-s, or Coun= 
cels, or both 3 which is not much material to aur 
purpoſe, whatever the truth be. Suppofing we 
acknowledge no Articles of Faith, but ſuch as have 
dcſ:ended to us by Tradition from Chrift and his

*©1ng unable to ſearch all Books, whether coun- 

« terfcit, ornot, in ſo many languages, or other- 

** waies to diſcern what hath ſucceeded in a tra- 

** ditionary way of all ages in their own or other

The ſecond part of your ObjeQtion ſeemes of 
oneer force (ſaid the Uncle to his Ro. ro, Co- 
en) becauſe ſome of the learned acknowledge an 
authority inthe ( omar) Church, not onely to 
determine either ſpeculative or practicall points 
of Do@rine, new or old ; ſo as the whole Church 
is obliged to accept, or not oppoſe its definition: 
but alſo that it can ſo decree even a ſpeculative 
point of Doctrine hitherto alwaies held uncer- 
taine, and never acknowledged as revealed, ne- 
ver elteemed an Article of Faith z that hereafter 
the whole Church ſhall be obliged to believe it is 
a reveal'd and neceflary point of Chriſtian Faith, 
which you muſt know is but an Opinion : nor do 
the Authors of it oblige any to believe it as cer- 
taine ; nor condemn thoſe who neither doe, nor 
ever will admit ſuch Poſition : thatthere's now 
no Revelations for new points of Do@rine; that 
Ebriſt Jeſus was our only Law-maker in this kind, 
kaving delivered to his Apoſtles, and they to 
their Churches, all that was —— be

& man Gatholique Teachers ( as are agreeable to

The like: Tbelieve of former Ages3 Chriſtian 
Dodriae deſcending tous ſo in a heap or confuſi- 
on,that 'tis hard to diſtinguiſh what is of Tra%+::0, 
'what the general confent of the Church,and what 
onely Opinions of the learned; why then may 
not ſome Poſition of this laſt rank, paſſe for a Tra- 
d:troz by the adoption of ſome ages, in which it will 
be forgotten.that ever it had its beginning from 
the wit and induſtry of private DoQors > And Se#. 
.10 1 feare it would break the rule and certainty of Tra-
